' PROPOSED DECISION'

Claimant, MDRDECAI T, MEZRICH who owned é stock dnterest in the Trans°
Cuba 0il Company and a partlclpatlon 1ntereqt in the Cuban=Venezuelan 0il
Voting Trust, asserts a claim in the ‘amount. of $l 764 50 under Title V of
the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949 as amended against the
Government of Cuba because of ;ts natlonallzatiqn:of said Trust and Company,

In our decisions entitled Claim of Felix Heyman (Claim No. CU=0412),

and Claim of D, R. Wimberly (Claim No. CU=3417) whiCB we-iﬁcorporaﬁe herein
by reference, we held that the proPerties owned or»controlied'by'the Cubahé
Venezuelan 0il Voting Trust were natlonallzed-or otherwise taken by the
‘Government of Cuba on November 23, 1959 and thdt the propertles of TranSu
Cuba 0il Company were also taken on November 23, 1959 and that this type. of
claim ie compensable to an American dational under: the facts and conditions
set forth therein; We need not again detall the.reasone or the method used
in determlnlng the value per unit of Trust partlclpatlon of $O 11971, and
the value per TranSaCuba share of‘$0,ll98r

On the basis of ev1den ce of record in the 1nstant case, the Commission
finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Hezgan gnd Wiﬁberlz
decisions; that he was an American national at the requisite eimes; that he
hae been the owner_of 500 units of participation in the CubaneVenezdelan.Oil
Voting Trust and 300 shares of TranseCuba Oil Company'since“prior to Novem-
ber 23, 1959; and that he suffered a loss in_the amount of $95°80.in

connection therewith within the meaning of Title V of the Act. Further,

the Commission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by
interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from November 23, 1959, the date
of loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.

(See Heyman, supra.)

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that MORDECAI T. MEZRICH suffered a loss, as a
result.of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of
the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the amount of
Ninety~five Dollars and Eighty Cents (595.80) with interest at 67 per annum

from November 23, 1959 to the date of settlement.
